POLICE EMBROGLIO IS OVER; 


CHIEF RESIGNS UNDER FIRE) SUCCUMBS SUDDENLY’ 


Finale of Disagreeable Affair Brought About in 
Conncil Meeting---The Realty Company Wants 
Spurs---Dr. Stoner Appears Before City Fathers 
for Co-operation. for Industries. 


Chiief of Police Sullivan eccauad 
from the Redcliff force last Monday. 
The council met in a special meet- 
ing that evening to take its final 
stand on the police matter, but 
further dissension was precluded by 
the tendering of the chief’s written 
Yesignation under date of that 
afternoon. 

Councilman George A. Lydiatt 
arose at the opening of the — 
and speaking to his fellow counc 

men and the big crowd standing 
and perched in every available inch 
of space in the fire hall and extend- 
ing into the street said: . 

_ “The committee of investigation 
of the council has deemed it that 
Chief Sullivan has exceeded his 
‘authority in ‘some instances and 
therefore the best. interests of the 
town will be served by accepting 

_ his resignation. We, have on the 
table the resignation of the chief 
and I favor action upon it.’’ 

’ Councilman Lydiatt accordingly 
made the motion that the resig- 
nation be accepted and Councilman 
Crooks seconded the motion. 

The motion was also passed that 
all monies resulting from license 
collections, ete., which have. come 
into Chief Sullivan’ *« hands and 
have not been‘ aecounted for on the 
books of Oe: sues be made right at 
once. 

Mr. A.B. Clow, town solicitor, 
ese a. these supposedly »de- 
linquent remittances and Will check 
the accounts up to sce that all of 
the tax-payers’ monies are in’ the 
proper channels. 

Later in the, evening Mr. “w. J. 
Lang, of the Elliott and Lang Co. 
complained to the council that he 
had received licenses for but four of 

$s the six teams for which he had paid 
and that one of his checks had not 
- been cancelled until six weeks ‘after 
issuance. The council accordingly 
yoted to see to it that all people 
who had paid for licenses for what- 
ever purposes receive their licenses 
at once 

Counetlaen Hicks suhad that the 
position of Chief of Police be adver- 
tised, but the council deferred this 
matter until a later date. Council-. 
man Crooks objected to employing 
two policemen, believing it too great 
a’burden for the needs of the town. 

’ Constable Reynolds will act as 
chief of police until the council has 
had time for further. consideration, 

Hereafter all licenses will be paid 
in to the town clerk of Redcliff, but 
there will remain attached to the 
«duties of the chief of police those of 
Jicense ingpector also, That is, the 
chief will be required to see to it 
that all people who are compelled 
hy law to take out licenses comply 
with the regulation.

“The best advertisement a town 
can have,’’ said Mr, Hayes, ‘‘is 
blaze of light that can be seen by 
travellers from a distance, while as 
itis now, strangers go through 
without knowing that they are in a 
city at all.’’ 

Councilman Lydiatt responded in 
an explanatory way, saying that all 
local ratepayers have agreed to pay 
for cluster lights, -but that property 
owners outside of the city do-not 
coneur very readily-in the plan and 
that at this time itis rather diffi- 
cult to get some concerted action on 
thé matter, 

Mayor Lavelle supplemented Mr, 
Lydiatt’s remarks. with the re- 
minder that Mr, Lydiatt himself is 
foremost as an agitator for fine 
street lighting and has displayed 
his enthusiasm by donating an 
ornamental standard for the park: 
Mr. Askwith, city engineer, is now 
in communication with an eastern 
firm from whom he expects to pro- 
cure heavier globes. Under the 
high pressure supplying the street 
lights until the last few days it has 
been impossible to keep globes and 
mantles intact. ; 

Dr. R. R. Stoner was before the 
couneil requesting co-operation. in 
such measure as the council is able 
to give toward securing industries. 
The Redélitt Realty Co. will supply 
both sites and fuel gas for factories, 
but that is all it ean-do,;, and if the 
town can guarantee piping water to 
the plants and making arrange- 
ments about spur trackage ‘it: iy! vill 
render great assistance to the 
Co. in procuring new industries. 
Dr. Stoner is going away for several’ 
weeks, Be 

In résponse to Dr.- 
quests Councilman Hodge made a 
motion that the city build spurs to 
all industries that the Realty Co. 
acquires for the town,- and that 
water be supplied to these at the 
rate of five cents per thousand 
gallons. 

Revs. Gy L, Gordon and Ralph 
V. Hinkle were before the council 
in furtherance of the cemetery agi- 
tation that has been started, and, 
aided by. Mr Beeman, gained the 
action of the council to the. extent 
that a committee was appointed to 
go into the matter and see what the 
town can do toward acquiring a 
burial ground. 

Rev. Gordon favored a plot of 
ground somewhere on the border of 
the city: He believed it a poor 
plan for sectarian cemeteries to be 
laid out, separated one from 
another. In his opinion the best 
solution was for all of the churches 
to unite in a common burial ground, 
in which they could division off 
their respective plots if they wished.’

Is ‘This Babel? 


The latest archaclogical discovery in 
roof of tradition, if not of history, is 
hat of the Tower of Babel, according 
to a report submitted by the Abbe Hen- 
ri.de Genouillec before the Academy of 
Inscriptions and Belles Lettres of Paris.

One row of humble houses 
has a gallery towers, and bridges 
worthy of a college. The Octagon Tower 
is considered by some judges to be the 
finest piece of urchitecture in the town. 


Wonderful Feat of Navigation. 


A remarkable feat of navigation has 
been accomplished by Captein Charles 
Charléton, who sailed e Liverpool 
ship Harold, a vessel of 1,209 tons,

Captain Charleton 
had brought from Australia, a 
distance of 15,000 miles, without the aid 
of a single officer.
